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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In Petersson (5,505,004) the vertical supports 6 
actually move (as opposed to being movable as claimed in claim 1 of which indicates that the support elements are capable of moving) 
in that they deform or move from a straight position (Fig. 2) to a curved or bending position (Fig. 3b) in response to a reaction force (See 
Col. 4, lines 27 - 33) that shifts the beam system in a deformable manner. The deformation of the beam system is measured, the 
downward bending of the beam is determined and the bending of the support members 6 is measured (See claims 8-11 and 14). Also, 
in Petersson (004'), the secondary crossbeam 4 (See Col. 3, lines 41 - 43) is fixedly mounted to the flexible support members 6 and 
extends parallel to the crossbeam 5 (See Fig. 1).
